The, no doubt, are ig orant that mufick and dancing, 
which were thought fine accomplifiments amongit the 
Grecians, and are in the fame etleem with us, were looked 
on as mean, and below the character of a Gentleman, by 
the Romans. ‘They, perhaps, have not bcen informed, 
that Beef-cater is vow a term of reproach ia fome coun- 
tries 5 tho’ it is a very honourable natuc ia England. They 
have not read, that, by a law of Lycurgusy the young 
virgins were to box ttark naked in the piefence of the 
young men, to wear off a kind of fheepifhnets in fome 
fort naturai to that fex; which excreiie wonld be e- 
fteeined very immodeft by thofe who judge of the man- 
ners of Otver ages and nations by their own.

In the feme Poem, cur Prejicent, and feveral of our greateft 
Members, are repreiented diving into Fleet-ditch, and he 
bears the greatett honour, who dives the deepett, and brings 
up moft mud. ‘The Pillory has had a Hymn compofed in 
its honour, by avery eminent Writer ; and amongft Prin- 
ters iti. to univerially elteemed, that he, who has had the 
honour to mount that roftruim, is always looked upon a- 
mongit them, as a Graduate in their profeffion. Nay, the 
new method in the Royal Society of pofting their Candi- 
dates, is fomething analogous toa Pillory, and is by ma- 
ny called by that name. To pi/s upon a man is, in this 
country, commonly thought a term of reproach : but 
amongit the unprejudiced Hottentots, it is a mark of the 
higheit honour. ‘That honeft people, unbiafs’d by the 
manners of other nations, follow the diétates of pure, un- 
tainted nature. Ko/den, in his account of the prejent fate 
of the Cape of Good Hope, as I find it tranflated by the 
Ingenious \lr. MEDLEY, is very copious on this fubjeét. 
When a youth is to be received into the Society of the 
men, this Author tells us, that he is firt rourd/y bedaubd 
with fat and joot; alter which, the videit man amongtt 
them pifes with great vigour all over hin. He Stops 
bis twaters for yjome time before, in order to provide 
him with a plentiful fream. The youth, who can 
bardly be feen under the fmoaking inundation, receives 
the fireams with an eager care; and making furrows, 
with bis long nails, in the fat upon bis body, rubs 
and mixes the pis with the fat with the quickeft 
action. When the old fellow bas driltled upon bim to 
the laf drop, he feicitates him wpon the hanour that is 
one him, and crowns him with many beneditions, whith 
@ utters aloud. Then is tle young fe'low solemnty pro- 
faimed a man.

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farther. The Prieft then goes to the ring of women, 
and coming up to the Bride, pi/¢s a little upon her ; 
and fhe receives and rubs the pi/s upon her body, with 
as much eagernefs as the Bridegroom. Then gocs the 
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little more upon him, away he goes again to the Bride, 
and again pifs upon her. And fo he goes from one 
to the other, till he has exhauited upon them all his 
ftock of urine, uttering, from time to time, to each of 
them one of the following good wifhes, till he has pro- 
nounced the whole upon them both. May vou lie 
long and happy together, or, as wefay, I wifh vou much 
joy. May sou have a fon before the end of the year. 
May this fon live to be a comfort to :ou in our old 
age. May this [om prove a man of courage, and a good 
© Hurt{man. 

But befide thefe ceremonies, our Author tells us, that 
the Hottentots have an order of Knighthood, into which 
fuch are received as have fr encounter’d and flain a 
Liov, Tiger, Leopard, Elephant, Rhinoce:os, or E’k. Into 
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manner. 


‘ The Hero, upon his return to the Kraa/, of which 
‘ he is an [nhabitant, goes directly to his own Hut; 
* where he fquats himfelf down. 
home before he is vifited by an old Hottentot, depu- 
ted by the men of the Kraa/ to make him their com- 
pliments of thanks and congratulations upon fo benefh- 
‘cial and {0 illuftrious an Atchievement ; and 
quaint him, that ihe men of the Araa/ expect him im- 
mediately to receive from em the honours that are 
due to his Heroic Worth. The compliments and the 
notice being delivered, the Hero rifes, and follows the 
old Hottentot out of the Hut to the middle of the 
Kraa’, where all the men wait for him. He there fquats 
himfelf down on a Mat, fpread on purpofe for him: 
and all the men fquat round him. Joy fits flufh in the 
faces of the Hero and his friends; Envy contraéts the 
features of others: when up to the Hero marches the 
old Deputy, and ifs upon him from head to toot ; 
pronouncing over him certain terms, which I could 
never get the meaning of. If the Deputy is in the 
Hero’s intereit (sud it generally happens that he is) he 
lays him under a deluge of Urine 5 the more pi/s the 
‘ more honour. The Hero having before-hand made 
furrows, with his long nails, in the fat upon his body, 
rubs the pi/s, as it falls, upon his face, and every other 
part, with the greateft eagernefs. ‘This done, the De- 
puty lights a pipe of Tobacco or Dacha, and having 
taken two or three whiffs, gives it to any one he pleafes 
in the Circle; who having taken the fame folace, gives 
it to another ; and fo goes round till only afhes remain 
in the pipe; when the Deputy takes it again, and 
fakes the afhes out upon the Hero; who {till remains 
fquat in the middle of the Circle, and rubs the afhes into 
the fat upon his body, with as eager aétion as he did 
the pi/ss and would not, if he could help it, lofe the 
leaft particle of it. Then is the Hero inftalled Knight, 
‘as I call him, of theOrder of the Pifs. The Circle rites : 
Hie follows the example. Every one congratulates him 
upon the high honour he has received ; and thanks him 
for the fignal fervice he has done his Country. The He- 
ro looks upon himfe!f as rais'd to the Acme of humane 
‘ glory; and by the bladder of the Beaft he has killed, 

which he wears faftned to his bair, or by the majeftic 
port he affumes ever after, demands the homage and re- 
{pects which Hottentot cuftom affigns to his high Dignity, 
and which all his countrymen conitantly p.y him. 
This ceremony of piffag is again performed at their fu- 
nerals. The men and women at fuch times, it feems, 
fit in two feparate circles before the hut of the deceafed.
